Dragging of River Bottom 
Renewed Monday With- 
out Success.

Paris, March 2B.—The battle of St. 
Quentin continues to rage 
with 
un- 
nbated fury. 
The honors of the la.st 
24 hours 
fighting 
have been with the 
I'renoh, 
who 
aro 
pu.shing 
forward 
Eleadily, taking all precautions that the 
nature of the operation call for and in 
the face of desperate resistance by the 
Germans. 
The advance is necessarily 
slow owing to the character 
of 
the 
ground. 


St. 
Quentin 
is 
protected 
on 
the 
northwest by the Omignon river, which 
although only a brook like most of the 
Somme 
tributaries, 
I'uns through 
a 
broad 
valley 
full 
of 
swamps 
and 
clumps of trees which greatly increases 
its defensive value. 
To the west, the 
;ipproaches to the city are over a bare 
i!at plain devoid of any natural 
ob- 
.stacle and with but few villages. 
Here 
the F'rench advance is naturally most 
rapid but the plain narrows and ends 
in a sharp point at St. Quentin. 
At 
Savy, the most favorable point the Ger- 
m a n s have built their main defensive 
line. 


The German right runs 
from 
the 
Omigon river at Yermando to the Hol- 
non wood and their center is at Savy. 
Against these two sections the French 
have so far made little headway on the 
plateau of Essigny and Benay. 
This 
section 
extending 
f r o m 
the 
Somme 
north of Serancourt to the Oise at Van 
Deul, runs through unrolling country 
A'hich offers favorable fields of fire to 


the defenders. 
The center region is a 
wide hillock 360 feet high on which 
stands the village of 
Essigny. 
It 
is 
flanked 
on the southeast by a similar 
eminence near Benay and the definite 
loss of this stronghold French military 
critics claim would force 
the 
whole 
CJerman wing back on the Oise, expose 
St. Quentine to the south and imperil 
the l est of the line as far as the Omig- 
non.

fore, that the German.s will m a k e de- 
termined efforts to retrieve their fail- 
ure here. 
Then French also made an 
impre-ssion Sunday on the bulge in thi.s 
line formed by the lower Goucy forest.

LIBERATED FRENCH, 
RUINED BUT JGYFUL, 
HOLD SUNDAY FETES 


From a Staff Correspondent of the 
Associated 
Press, British 
Headquar- 
ters in France, March 25.—The shat- 
tered French towns evacuated by the 
Germans, celebrated today their first 
Sunday of liberty in two and a half 
years. 
It was a brave showing they 
made. 
Countless French flags fluttered 
In the sunshine from both ruined and 
half ruined homes and the women, old 
men and children 
who 
had 
passed 
through such a long ordeal of captiv- 
ity 
strolled 
through 
the 
upturned 
streets, dressed in the best clothes they 
cculd muster. 
The 
unique 
French 
genius for dress revealed Itself even in 
^uch pathetic bits of finery as the wom- 
en could find. 


Here and there groups of the poilus 
gathered to listen to the graphic stor- 
ies of the natives concerning their ex- 
periences under German rule. 
The 
villagers dwelt 
particularly 
on 
the 
time which immediately preceded the 
time of departure of their enemies. All 
f ivillans were herded in certain build- 


ings from which they heard explosions 
and saw the fires which testified that 
their little homes were being destroyed. 
The towns where the inhabitants of 
the region were concentrated by the 
Germans were only half razed, while 
the outlying districts were completely 
l>urned down. 
In this way about half 
of a town was spared to about ten 
villages completely destroped. 
Despite 
the devastation and ruins many peas- 
ants returned today to the sites of 
their former homes, seeking tempor- 
ary shelters and bringing bits of furn- 
iture with which to begin life anew. 
They were not downcast, but cheerful 
and almost gay in the enjoyment of 
their new liberty. In Roye.a triumphal 
arch was constructed 
of 
evergreens 
and lavishly decorated with tri-colora 
as a welcome to the homecomers. 
In 
the distance could be heard the rever- 
berating echoes of the guns, but the 
ceaseless booming was ignored by the 
people 
in 
the 
liberated 
zone 
who 
aeemed to think th« war must b* oy«%

BEGIN CAHPAIGN TO 
H G NAVY UP TO 
H I WAR STRENGTH 


Washington, March 26.—Naval re- 
cruiting officers throughout the coun- 
try under orders from President Wil- 
son today redoubled their efforts to 
bring the navy up to its full atuhorized 
strength of 87,000 enlisted men. 


Meantime about 
twelve 
regiments 
of national guard troops in various 
states were reassembling to act as a 
national police force in Important dis- 
tricts. 
Arrangements also were being 
made to create on May 1 two new mili- 
tary dipartments on the Atlantic coast. 
All three steps 
were in 
accordance 
with orders issued by the president to 
put the nation on a war footing. About 
20,000 men will have to be enrolled at 
once in order to bring the navy up to 
the required strength. 
The men will 
be used to man the reserve ships. 


Assurances of the co-operation of 
the American press generally in the 
effort to recruit the navy to its full war 
strength of 87.000 men reached Sec- 
retary Daniels today by telegraph and 
telephone from managing editors in all 
parts of the country. 
The department 
is supplementing its recruiting service 
with automobile detachments 
which 
ore searching every county for suita- 
ble men. 
The machines are stopping 
in every town, village and hamlet and 
frequently at individual farm houses 
in order not to miM any opportunity to 
secure young men who dealrt to serve 
la tbla time of MBArftaoy. 


The creation of the two military de- 
partments was ordered as a means of 
dividing the 
immense 
responsibility 
now devolving upon the 
commander 
and staff of the eastern department. 


Maj. Gen. Leonard Wood, now in 
command of the department of the 
east, is transferred to the newly cre- 
ated 
southeastern 
department 
with 
headquarters at Charleston, S. C.. and 
Maj. Gen. Franklin Bell, in command 
of the western department, is trans- 
ferred to the eastern department with 
headquarters 
at 
Governors 
Island. 
Maj. Gen. Hunter Liggett, 
in 
com- 
mand of the department of the Philip- 
pines, is transferred to the western 
department with headquarters at San 
Francisco, and Brig. Gen. Clarence R. 
Edwards, in command of the depart- 
ment of the Panama canal zone, to the 
northeastern department 
with

quarters at Boston. 
Major Generals 
Barry and Pershing will retain com- 
mand of the central and southern de- 
partments, respectively. 


National guard organisations will be 
assigned to guard industrial plants and 
other property, iiublic or private, in 
their respective states, in case of war.

cold that the man could scarcely re- 
lease his hold on the boat end when he 
believed himself in safety;, he said.

Carrying the limp i o r m In his 
a r m s the father made his vaay across a 
corn field and into the wootìs 200 feet, 
away.

Text of the Note. 


The American note signed by Sec- 
retary Lansing, reads as follows: 


"I beg to acknowledge the receipt 
of your note of February 10, present- 
ing the proposals of the German gov- 
ernment for an interpretative and sup- 
plementary avreem*nt as to 
articit 


23 of the treaty of 1799. 
A f t e r dua 
consideration I have to inform you t h a t 
the government of t h e United States 
is not disposed to look with favor upon 
the proposed 
agreement to alter 
or 
supplement thei meaning of article 23 
of this treaty. 
T h e position of 
the 
government of the United States which 
might under conditions be different, is 
due to t h e repeated violations by Ger- 
m a n y of the treaty of 1828 and the 
articles of t h e treaties of 1785 
and 
1799 revised by the treaty of 1828. 
It 
is not necessary to n a r r a t e in detail 
these violations for the attention of 
the German government has been call- 
ed to the circumstances of each in- 
stance of violation, tjut I m a y here re- 
fer to certain of them briefly and in 
general terms. 


Cites William P, Frye Case. 


"Since the sinking of t h e American 
ship William P. Frye, for t h e carriage 
of contraband, there have been perpe- 
trated by t h e German naval 
forces 
similar unwarranted attacks upon and 
destruction 
of 
numerous 
American 
vessels for the reason as alleged that 
they were engaged in 
transportation 
of 
articles of contraband, 
notwith- 
standing and In disregard of article 13 
of the treaty of 1799 that 'no such ar- 
ticles (of contraband) carried In the 
vessels by the subjects or citizens of 
either party to the enemies of the other 
shall bo deemed contraband so as to 
induce confiscation or 
condemnation 
and a lease of property to individuals' 
and t h a t "in the case 
• 
• 
• 
of a 
vessel stopped for articles of contra- 
band, if the master of the vessel stop- 
ped will deliver but the goods sup- 
posed to be of contraband nature he 
shall be permitted to do it and the ves- 
sel shall in that case be permitted to 
enter any port and proceed on 
her 
voyage. 


Huthlessness Arraigned. 


"In 
rddltion 
to 
the 
sinking 
of 
American 
vessels, foreign 
m e r c h a n t 
vessels carrying American citizens and 
American property have been sunk by 
German submarines without warning 
and without any security for t h e safety 
of the persons on board or compensa- 
tion for the degtruction of the prop- 
erty by such action, 
notwithstanding 
the solemn engagements of article 15 
of the treaty of 1799 that 'all persons 
belonging to any vessels of war, pub- 
lic or private, who shall molest or in- 
sult in any m a n n e r Whatever the peo- 
ple, vessel or effects of the other party, 
shall be responsible in their persons 
and property for damages and inter- 
ests, sufficient security for which shall 
be given by all commanders of private 
armed vessels before they are commis- 
sioned,' and notwithstanding the f u r - 
ther stipulation of ai-ticle 12 of the 
treaty of 1785 that 
'the free inter- 
course and commerce of the subjects 
or citizens of the part remaining neu- 
tral with the belligerent powers shall 
not be interrupted.' 


"Disregarding these obligations the 
German government 
has 
proclaimed 
certain nones of the high seas in which

While this is not a violation of the 
terms of the treaties mentioned, it is 
a disregard of the reciprocal 
liberty 
of intercourse between the two coun- 
tries In time of peace and cannot be 
taken otherwise than as an indication 
of the purpose on tho part of the Ger- 
m a n government to disregard, in the 
event of war, the similar liberty of 
action provided for in article 23 of the 
treaty of 1799—the very article which 
it is now proposed to Interpret 
and 
supplement almost wholly in tho in- 
terest of the large number of subjects 
residing in the United States, and en- 
joying in their persons of 
property 
the protection of the United 
States 
government. 
This article provides in 
effect that merchants of either coun- 
try residing in the other shall be al- 
lowed a stated time in which to re- 
main to settle their affairs and to 'de- 
part freely, carrying off all their ef-

rance,' 
and 
women 
and 
children, 
artisans and certain others may con-, 
tlnue 
their respective 
employments 
and shall not be molested in their per- 
sons or property. 
It is now proposed 
by the imperial German 
government 
to enlarge the scope of this article so 
as to grant to German subjects and 
German 
property 
remaining 
in 
the 
United States in time of war the same 
treatment 
In many respects as 
that 
enjoyed by neutral subjects and neu- 
tral property in the United States."- 


May Hold Treaties Abrogated. 


"In view of the clear violations by 
German authorities of the plain terms 
pf the treaties 
In 
question, solemly 
concluded on the mutual understand- 
ing that 
the 
obligations thereunder 
would be faithfully kept. In view 
pi 
f u r t h e r disregard of the canons of In- 
ternational courtesy and 
the 
comity 
of nations In the treatment of Inno- 
cent American 
citizens in 
Germany, 
the government of the United States 
cannot preceive 
any 
advantage that 
would flow f r o m f u r t h e r engagements, 
even though they were declaratory of 
International law interpreted by 
the 
Imperial German government in 
re- 
gard to the meaning of any of 
the 
articles of these treaties or as supple- 
mentary to them. 
In these ciroum- 
stances, t h e r e f o r ^ the government of 
the United 
States declines to 
enter 
into the proposed protocol by the im- 
peral government. 


"This government is seriously con- 
sidering whether or not the treaty of 
1828 and t h e revised articles of the 
treaties of 1785 
and 
1799 have not 
been In efiect abrogated by the Ger- 
m a n government's 
flagrant 
violations 
of their provisions, for It would 
be 
manifestly unjust and inequitable to 
require one party to an agreement to 
observe Its stipulations and to

mit the other party to disregard them.

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In Shadow of Wan 


Congress will convene next ]\Ionday in special session to conider 
the issues raised by nn-warned attacks on A.merican ships, the loss of 
American lives and in general Germany's acts of Avar against this gov- 
ernment. President Wilson will lay the whole matter before congress 
and ask that a state of war be recognized and declared. 
That con- 
gress will lose no time in doing this and voting the president ample 
credit for the national defense has been made clear. 


The nation already is in the shadow of war. This may be seen on 
every hand. The government is getting ready. President Wilson has 
ordered the navy recruited to the full strength authorized by a recent 
law. The national guards in many states have been called to mobilize 
for duty in protecting industrial property that an enemy might un- 
dertake to destroy. 
One Indiana regiment has been ordered out for 
svich •=< rvice. 
Mobilization of the national resources for defense is 
proceeding. 


Tlat is the situation today.. By the middle of next week this 
eciintry may be plunged into the greatest armed strife of all history 
—a war that it has been the unceasing hope and prayer of the people 
and the unremitting endeavor of the president might be escaped by 
iiii^ nation. In the midst jaf such a threat and of preparation for the 
ultimate course the country is free from excitement and clamor. 
It 
bodes a determined spirit to go thi'ough with the thing if it must be 
gone into at all. 


Ought to Settle It 


When the biU granting limited form of suffrage to Avomen was 
pending in the legislature persons who claimed some authority of 
learing to spead questioned seriously that the measure Avould be con- 
stitutional. Since the legislature adjourned there has been occasional 
Hiiirossion of such opinions. 


There are reasons Avhy this question ought to be determined in 
somt' way before there is an election in which Indiana women will un- 
dertake to vote. The suffrage law qualifies them to vote for delegates 
iu thp constitutional convention, for which an election will be held the 
fij-st <•){; September. They are similarly qualified to vote for all munic- 
ipal officers in November. 


In order to proA'ide for the casting of this heavy addition to the 
usual vote every election unit in the state Avill have to m&ke some ar- 
rangement that Avill cost money. In the aggregate this added expense 
will be heavy. Both at the election for convention delegates and at 
the municipal elections later these special arrangements must be made. 
In the large and populous counties like Allen, Marion, Vanderburg, 


A-'igo, St. Joseph, Lake and some others and in the larger cities such 
as Fort Waj'ne, Indianapolis, Evansville, Terre Haute and South 
Bend, a quite large expense Avill be incurred. 


If there are competent authorities on the constitution of Indiana 
who seriously entertain doubts as to the valid character of the suffrage 
law, some Avay to have a decision on the issue is desirable. It is said 
that at an expense of about $75,000 Marion county is to purchase ad- 
ditional voting machines to take care of the suffrage vote. 
Perhaps 
the proposal for that expenditure would afford the ground for a form- 
al test of the laAv. Certainly there ought to be settlement of the ques- 
tion before the labor and expense of accommodating the new voters at 
the polls are incurred. 


We do not entertain serious doubt of the constitutionality of the 
suffrage measure. The promoters of that legislation Avere ably coun- 
seled in law before the measure Avas introduced and Avhile it was pend- 
ing and their bill Avas put under question in respect of its validity. 
Nevertheless, the Met that it is still questioned gives rise to misgiv- 
ing that ought to be removed formally and decisively before any elec- 
tions are held in Avhich the women of Indiana will offer to vote. 


Young men of America who Avant to give themselves to their 
country's cause in an hour of need and see high service noAv h^ve the 
opportunity opened to them. The call has gone out for recruits to 
1)ring the navy up to full Avar strength. Naval service will be active 
service. In tho event of Ava«^ the first and perhaps the only service out 
of the country will be upon the seas and the mcn-o'-Avarsmen will be 
in for lively times and important duty. In the east naval recruiting 
has had a boom during recent days—^bat so has Fort Wayne for the 
matter of that. 
This city has been leading the country in giving 
young men to the naval service. 


The governmental calling more regiments of the state guards to 
patrol duty, most of them to guard industrial property in various sec- 
tions where, iu the event of Avar, a revival of the policy of destruction 
is likely. There will be plenty of ''home guards" duty of a sort not 
calculated to jrefjiect on tlie importance or heroism of the service. •

W h e n the president issued his invi- 
tation last June to the boys of the 
militia to Join his little camping: party 
on the banks 
of 
the "Silvery" Rio 
Grande, there w a s a bustle of packing 
and 
preparation 
in 
every 
armory 
throughout the counti-y. 
They 
were 
to take their guns for there w a s said 
to be good shooting is they 
should 
chance to cross t h e big river. 


The hardest part of t h e trip w a s 
the parting w h e n the train pulled out 
of the h o m e station, but after getting 
beyond the city limits it w a s mainly 
a care-free crowd ready to go any- 
where, or endure any hardship for t h e 
sake of a little adventure. 


At Fort Harrison, the mobilization 
point for the Indiana militia, 
there 
w a s m u c h hard work to be done In ad- 
dition to the eight hours' di'ill per day; 
but everyone worked with a will, for 
they were determined to s h o w t h e fed- 
eral officers that they had the equip- 
ment and preparation necessary to fit

conditions. 
Troop 
trains crowded with cheering soldiers 
f r o m t h e eastern 
states 
passed t h e 
c a m p at Fort Harrison daily, and each 
train of troops only served to m a k e 
the Indiana boys doubly anxious to be 
on their way. 


T h e 
medical 
examination 
brought 
grief to m a n y w h o were anxious to g o 
to the border, but there were a f e w 
w h o were rather pleased to be turned 
down by the medical examiner, for t h e 
prospect of danger in w h a t at the time 
seemed almost certain active 
service 
In Mexico, caused a f e w to grow faint- 
hearted. 


One big h u s k y chap, w h o wanted to 
go back home, where everything w a s 
nice and safe, said w h e n his hearln« 
w a s terted: 
"When the doctor whis- 
pered 'two,' I said 'four,' and w h e n h e 
said 'Mexico,' I said 'huh.' " T h e boy» 
were glad to see h i m go back bom«, 
for they k n e w that at t h e end of a 
long, hard hike they could expect to 
find him riding in t h e ambulance, or 
at 
they termed it, "The White 
Lily 
Wagon." 


The people of t h e south treated the 
northern soldiers royally, 
furnishing 
cigars, cigarettes, and more fruit than 
they' could use. every time the train 
stopped at a station. 
At Campbell, 
Mo., t h e citizens provided a 
square 
meal for eyeiT m a n in t h e regiment 
and gave each all the milk he could 
drink. 


On our arrival at t h e border w e 
were promptly initiated in the rough 
part of camp life. The people of Texas 
said It had not rain«d there for four- 
teen months, but w h e n the Indiana 
aoldiera arrived it •MU«d that aU-tiM 


rain that had accumulated during the 
fourteen montlis fell while they were 
m a k i n g camp. 
At any time of day or 
night for w e e k s these heavy shower» 
continued, while the tropic sun appear- 
ed at sufficient lnter\'als to keep the 
temperature well above 100 degrees. 


T h e 
c a m p 
site w a s s o m e of t h e 
typioftl country of that region, a dense 
tangle of gnarled mesquite trees, cac- 
tus and thorn bushes, so that at f e w 
places could one see over twenty-five 
yards. 
Before setting up c a m p it w a s 
necessary to clear oflC several acres of 
this land, then Immediately after there 
were drainage ditches to be d u g and 
s o m e m e a n s taken to secure a supply 
of water. 
At first water w a s brought 
to t h e c a m p by rail in oil-tank 
cars 
standing In t h e full heat of t h e sun 
and well-flavored witn petroleum. The 
m u d w a s too deep for mules so the 
boys finished digging a ditch f r o m the 
camp to tap a n irrigation canal a mile 
or so away. 
This water w a s decidedly 
better and a wire strainer at t h e p u m p - 
ing station, tliat was directed later, pre-r 
vented t h e larger snakes, frogs and 
minnows from coming 
through t h e 
pipes. 
They are using the s a m e water 
supply today for Persnlng's m e n w h o 
are quartered there, but t h e prophy-

typhoid. 
"A f e w cats more or less' will cause 
our boys n o uneasiness. 


Parade grounds were needed so t h e 
soldiers had the experience of pioneers

Mexicans were hired to help in this 
w^ork a n d t h e feelings of the boys c a n 
be imagined w h e n after they had come 
down tp fight t h e greasers they found 
themselves working peaceably along- 
side of them. 
The worst part of it was, 
however, that t h e Mexicans were get- 
ting a dollar a day, while the soldiers 
were getting only fifty cents.

armadillos, etc., caused thrills at first, 
but like the water, one soon became 
accustomed to such things, although it 
w a s well to shake one's shoes before 
putting t h e m on in the morning. 


Harder to endure than the poor water 
and the natural pests of the country 
were the unpalatable and sometimes 
scanty "me.sses" tliat were offered as 
the result of the efforts of a carpenter 
or plumber cook and an equally inefii- 
cient m e s s sergeant, who, generally a 
single man, had never had the expe- 
rience of 
providing 
even 
a 
family 
with rations, much less an entire c o m - 
pany of hard-working:, hungry soldier 
boys. 
However, the. cooks and mess 
sergeants improved with practice so 
that in time the cases of stomachache 
at the regimental 
infirmary 
became 
less numerous and the boy.s actually 
began to gain in weight. 


After a f e w w e e k s the most of the 
work w a s out of the w a y and the 
troops settled down to drill and study 
and began a system of hardening prac- 
tice marche.s. 
In addition to the short 
daily marches each Friday 
morning 
the troops went in heavj' marching or- 
der for a hike of twelve miles or more. 
That meant carrying a load of sixty- 
five pounds for the entire 
distance, 
with 
the temperature 
always 
well 
above ICQ degrees. 


The target practice confirmed the 
the statement. "There is no m e a n s for 
adequate 
training 
in 
markmanship 
after the declaration of war." 
Owing 
to t h e difficulty of obtaining a suitable 
range and t h e large number of m e n 
to be trained, the firing w a s limited to 
short range work only.

unity of the early church, by restor- 
ing the doctrines, ordinances and life 
of the New Testament church. "Where 
the Scriptures speak, we speak; where 
the Scriptures 
are 
silent, 
we 
are 
silent," w a s the principle upon which 
they set out to determine what should 
be included i n - t h e fundamental be- 
liefs and practice.s of the 
church. 


"This principle acted as a two-edged 
sword," Rev. Tomes said, "one edge 
cutting off the pretended 
liberty 
to 
ignore what God has commanded, and 
the other edge cutting away the pre- 
tended authority that attempts to bind 
Avhere God has left us free." 


Speaking of the question of

tism Rev. Tomes said: "When 
Jesus 
was baptized in Jordan in order that 
'all righteosness 
might 
be 
fulfilled,' 
God spoke out of heaven and said: 'This 
is my beloved Son in whom 
I

pleased.' On the day of Pentecost, af- 
ter the Spirit had demon.strated 
His 
presence in a miraculous way, Peter, 
in reply to the believing 
and 
con- 
science-stricken multitude, when they 
cried out 'Brethren what shall we do?' 
told them to 'repent and be baptized 
every one "of you in the name of Jesus 
Christ unto the remission of your sins 
and ye shall receive the gift of the 
Holy Spirit.' 
The believing, 
penitent 
candidate is told to obey his Lord in 
baptism. 
We have attempted to re- 
store this ordinance to the place and 
significance, accorded it by the New 
Testament. 
A m a n is known by the 
company he keeps; so is a word. In 
the New Testament the word baptism 
keeps company with faith, repentance 
and confession as initial spiritual re- 
sponses on the part of the individual 
to the call of God. 
This is not fancy, 
but fact and leaves no scriptural or 
reasonable grounds for the practice of 
infant baptism. 
Baptism is the out- 
ward expression of faith. 
It is the 
.sacred symbol of the death, burial and 
resurrection of Jesus. 
Hence our in- 
sistence upon immersion as the form 
which alone fulfills the 
symbolism. 
Any other f o r m destroys this signi- 
ficance 
and has no sanction in either 
scriptural statement or apostolic prece- 
dent. 
Its whole value is in its relation 
to Christ in whose name alone it is 
valid."

Paris, March 2*.—The battle of St 


Quentin continues to rage with un- 
abated fury. The honors of the last 
24 hours fighting have been with the 
French, who aro pushing forward 
steadily, taking all precautions that the 
nature of the operation call for and in 
tho face of desperate resistance by the 
Germans. The advance is necessarily 
Blow owing to tho character of the 


' 
ground. 
St. Quentin is protected on the 


northwest by tho Omignon river, which 
although only a broolt like most of the 
Somme tributaries, runs through a 
broad valley full of swamps and 
clumps of trees which greatly increases 
its defensive value. To the west, the 
approaches to the city are over a bare 
Hat plain devoid of any natural ob- 
stacle and with but few villages. Here 
the French advance is naturally most 
rapid but the plain narrows and ends 
in a sharp point at St. Quentin. At 
Savy, the most favorable point the Ger- 
, mans have built their main defensive 


The German right runs from the 


Omigon river at Vermando to the Hol- 
non wood and their center is at Savy. 
Against these two sections the French 
have so far made little headway on the 
plateau of Ess'lgny and Benay. This 
section extending from the Somme 
north of Serancourt to the Oise at Van 
Deul, runs through unrolling country 
which offers favorable fields of fire to 


the defenders. The center region is a 
wide hillock 360 foot high on which 
stands the village of Essigny. It is 
flanked on the southeast by a similar 
eminence near Benay and the definite 
loss of this stronghold French military 
critics claim would force the whole 
German wing back on the Oise, expose 
St. Quentlne to the south and imperil 
the rest of the line as far as the Omig- 
non. 
It is considered certain there- 


fore, that the Germans will make de- 
termined efforts to retrieve their fail- 
ure here. Then French also made an 
impression Sunday on the bulge in this 
line formed by the lower Coucy forest. 
Troops which crossed the Alllette and 
attacked the salient at its apex suc- 
ceeded in establishing a footing on the 
Soissons, St. Quentin high road at 
Folembray and Coucy-lc-Chateau. 


FRENCH OFFICIAL REPORT. 


Paris, March 26.—Notwithstanding 


the bad weather and the difficult state 
of the ground, the French continued 
Inst night to advance south of the Oise. 
The war office announced that French 
patrols reached Folembra, south of 
the forest of Coucy.

bring the navy up to its full atuhorized 
strength of 87.000 enlisted men. • 


Meantime about twelve regiments 


of national guard troops in various 
states were reassembling to act as a 
national police force in importa-nt dis- 
tricts. Arrangements also were being 
made to create on May 1 two new mili- 
tary departments on the Atlantic coast. 
All three steps were in accordance 
with orders issued by the president to 
put the nation on a war footing. About 
20,000 men will have to be enrolled at 
once in order to bring the navy up to 
the required strength. 
The men will 


be used to man the reserve ships. 


Assurances of the co-operation of 


the American press generally in the 
effort to recruit the navy to its full war 
strength of 87,000 men reached Sec- 
retary Daniels today by telegraph and 
telephone from managing editors In all 
parts of the country. The department 
is supplementing its recruiting service 
with automobile detachments which 
are searching every county for suita- 
ble men.. The machines aro stopping 
in every town, village and hamlet and 
frequently at individual farm houses 
in order not to miss any opportunity to 
secure young men who desire to serve 
,ln this time of emergency. 


The creation of the two military de- 


partments was ordered as a means of 
dividing the immense responsibility 
now devolving upon the commander 
and staff of the eastern department.

shall be deemed contraband so as to 
induce confiscation or condemnation 
and a lease of property to individuals' 
and that "in the case 
* * * of a 


vessel stopped lor articles of contra- 
band, if the master of the vessel stop- 
ped will deliver out the goods sup- 
posed to be of contraband nature he 
shall be permitted to do it and the ves- 
sel shall in that case be permitted to 
enter any port and proceed on her 
voyage.Ruthlessncss Arraigned. 


"In cddltion to the sinking of 


American vessels, foreign merchant 
vessels carrying American citizens and 
American property have been sunk by 
German submarines without warning 
and without any security for the safety 
of tho persons on board or compensa- 
tion for the destruction of the prop- 
erty by such action, notwithstanding 
the solemn engagements of article 15 
of the treaty of 1799 that 'all persons 
belonging to any vessels of war, pub- 
lic or private, who shall molest or in- 
sult in any manner whatever the peo- 
ple, vessel or effects of the other party, 
shall be responsible in their persons 
and property for damages and inter- 
ests, sufficient security for which shall 
be given by all commanders of private 
arnied vessels before they are commis- 
sioned,' and notwithstanding: the fur- 
ther stipulation of article 12 of the 
treaty of 1785 that 'the free Inter- 
course and commerce of the subjects 
or citizens of the part remaining neu- 
tral with the belligerent powers shall 
not bo interrupted.' 


"Disregarding these obligations the 


Gorman government has proclaimed 
certain zone* of the high seas in which 
la declared, without reservations, thnt 
all ships will bo sunk and in those 
zones •' German submarine have. In 
fact, In accordance with this declara- 
tion, ruthlessly sunk merchant vessels 
and Jeopardized or destroyed the lives 
of American citizens on board. 


Detention of Americans. 


"Moreover, »lnce the severance of 


relations between the United States 
and Germany certain American citi- 
zens in Germany have been prevented 
from removing from the 
country. 


While this is not n violation of the 
terms of the treaties mentioned. It is 
a disregard of tho reciprocal liberty 
of Intercourse between the two coun- 
tries In time of peace and cannot be 
aken otherwise than as an Indication 
f tho purpose on the part of tho Ger- 
nan government to disregard, in tho 
vent of war, the similar liberty of 
action provided for In article 23 of the 
reaty of 1799—the very article which 
t In now proposed to interpret and 
upploment almost wholly in tho in- 
crost of tho large number of subjects 
•esldlng In tho United States, and en- 
oylng In their persons of property 
ho protection of tho United States 
government. This article provides in

The Reich 
says editorially: 


"It is the people who are fighting 


the enemy and not the government. 
Therefore, hiding nothing from our 
readers, we say definitely and clearly, 
that danger is threatening our north- 
ern front. The enemy is preparing to 
crush our valiant army which for two 
years has defended the roads to Petro- 
grad. The Russian soldier under- 
stands better than ever before the Im- 
portance of still resisting." 


The Russkla Volla says: "Russia is 


on trial. Von Hindenburg will try to 
realize his old dream jf a move upon 
Petrograd. The army and people are 
facing a test which will become his- 
torical. 
Results can only come from 


an honest desire in the hearts of tho

this regard, the president has thought 
proper to exercise the authority vested 
in him by the constitution and laws to 
call out the national guard necessary 
for then purpose. 
• "I am In consequence Instructed by 
the president to call Into the service 
of the United States forthwith through 
you the following units of the national 
guard of the state of Indiana which 
the president desires shall be assem- 
bled at the place designated to you by 
the commanding general central de- 
partment, Chicago, III., and which said 
general has been directed to communi- 
cate: 
Second regiment, Indiana, in- 


fantry, national guard."

of the guard, was directed immediate- 
ly by Governor Goodrich to carry out 
tho order.

ors marched to the cars.

Jeldt, of the Kronprinz Wllhelm and 
Lieut. Berg, who brought the British 
steamer Appam into the Chesapeake 
capes a year ago, left the ships they 
were givsn a hearty cheer by the sail- 
ors.

during the transfer, which was car- 
ried out smoothly. The second train 
started south at 9:30 a. m. 


A skeleton crew has been left aboard

MEN FOR HIS BIG NAVY 


Washington, D., C., March 26.— 


[Editor of The Sentinel,

ivayne.]—The president last night 
signed an executive order directing 
.hat the authorized enlisted strength 
of the navy be Increased to 87,'000. 
He was authorized hy congress, in 
case of emergency, to direct such 
Increase In enlistment. New ships 
and ships in reserve arc being fully 
commissioned ns rapidly as possible 
and the need Is imperative for a 
larger enlistment to man them. 
There has been a net increase of 
over 6,500 In enlistment since con- 
gress recently authorized an in- 
crease, but many more are, needed 
and needed now.

ment today of a German attack 
on the Russian line below Dvinsk.

north and northeast ot Bagdad. 
Apparently the intention is to 
drive hi the Turks as they retreat 
before tlie British up the Tigris In 
tho direction of Mosul. The Rus- 
sians advancing westward from 
Persia, are already in the vilayet 
of Mosul, according to Petrosrad 
advices. Tills vilayet extends to 
the Persian border on the east and 
the Russian forces probably still 
liavo a considerable distance to 
traverse Ixrfore they strike the 
Tigris and the Turkish line of 
communication.

When the president Issued his Invi- 


tation last June to the boys of the 
militia to Join his little camping party 
on the banks of the "Silvery" Rio 
Grande, there was a bustle of packing 
and preparation 
in every armory 


throughout the country. 
They w*r« 


to take their guns for there was said 
to be good shooting is they should 
chance to cross the big river. 
The hardest part of the trip was 


the parting when the train pulled out 
of the home station, but after getting 
beyond the city limits it was mainly 
a care-free crowd ready to go any- 
where, or endure any hardship for the 
sake of a little adventure. 
At Fort Harrison, the mobilization 


point for the Indiana militia, there 
was much hard work to be done In ad- 
dition to the eight hours' drill per day; 
but everyone worked with a will, for 
they were determined to show the fed- 
eral officers that they had the equip- 
ment and preparation necessary'to fit 
them for the border and the life th«r» 
under campaign conditions. 
Troop 


trains crowded with cheering soldiers 
from the eastern states passed the 
camp at Fort Harrison daily, and each 
rain of troops only served to make 
he Indiana boys doubly anxious to be 
tn their way. 
' 
The medical examination brought 


grief to many who were anxious to go 
•o the border, but there were a few 
who were rather pleased to be turned 
down by the medical examiner, for the 
prospect of danger in what at the time 
seemed almost certain active service 
n Mexico, caused a few to grow faint- 
hearted. 
One big husky chap, who wanted to 


go back home, where everything was 
nice and safe, said when his hearing 
was tested: 
"When the doctor whis- 


nered 'two,' I said 'four,' and when he 
said 'Mexico,' I said 'huh.' " The boya 
were glad to see him go back home, 
for they knew that at the end of a 
lone hard hike they could expect to 
find 'him riding in the ambulance, or 
as they termed it, "The White Lily 


The people of the south treated the 


northern soldiers royally, furnishing 
cigars, cigarettes, and more fruit than 
they could use, every time tho train 
stopped at a station. 
At Campbell, 


Mo., the citizens provided a square 
meal for every man in the regimem 
and gave each all the milk he could 
drink. 
On our arrival at the border we 


were promptly Initiated In the rough 
part of oamp life. The people of Texar 
said It.hnrl not mined there for four 
teen months, but when tho Indiana 
soldiers arrived it seemed that all the 


rain that had accumulated during the 
fourteen months fell while they were 
making camp. At any time of day or 
night for weeks these heavy showers 
continued, while the tropio sun appear- 
ed at sufficient intervals tc keep the 
temperature well above 100 degrees. 


The oamp elte was 'some of the 


typical country of that region, a dense 
tangle o: gnarled mesqulte trees, cac- 
tus and thorn bushed? so that at few 
places could one see over twenty-five 
yards. Before setting up camp It was 
necessary to clear off. several acres of 
this land, then Immediately after there 
were drainage ditches to be dug and 
some means taken to secure a supply 
of water. At first water was brought 
to the camp by rail in oil-tank cars 
standing In the full heat 'of the sun 
and well-flavored witn petroleum. The 
mud was too deep for mules so the 
boys finished digging a ditch from the 
camp to tap an irrigation canal a mile 
or so away. This water was decidedly 
better and a wire strainer at the pump- 
Ing station, that was erected later, pre- 
vented the. larger snakes, frogs and 
minnows from coming through the 
pipes. They are using the same water 
supply today for Persning's men who 
are quartered there, but the prophy- 
lactic treatment that every soldier re- 
eived. entirely prevented typhoid. 
A few cats more or less' will cause 
our boys no uneasiness. 


Parade grounds were needed so the 


oldiers had the exper:ence of pioneers 
n a new land felling trees, burning 
>rush and grubbing roots. Gangs of 
Mexicans were hired to help in this 
work and the feelings of the boys can 
be imagined when after they had come 
down to fight the greasers they found 
themselves working peaceably along- 
side of them. The worst part of it was, 
however, that the Mexicans were get- 
ing a dollar a day, while the soldiers 
were getting only fifty cents.

armadillos, etc.. caused thrills at first, 
but like the water, one soon became 
accustomed to such things, although it 
was well to shake one's shoes before 
putting them on In the morning. 
Harder to endure than the poor water 
and the natural pests of the country 
•were the unpalatable and sometimes 
scanty "messes" that were offered as 
the result of the efforts of a carpenter 
or plumber cook and an equally inettl- 
clont,mess sergeant, who, generally ft 
single man, had never had the expe- 
rience of providing even a family 
with rations, much less an entire com- 
pany of hard-working, hungry soldier 
boys. However, thb cooks and mess 
sergeants improved with practice so 
that In time the cases of stomachache 
it the regimental Infirmary became 
less numerous and the boys actually 
began to gain in weight. 


After a few weeks the most of the 


work was out of the way and the 
troops 'settled down to drill and study 
and began a system of hardening prac- 
tice marches. In addition to the short 
dally marches each Friday morning 
the troops went in heavy marching or- 
der for a hike of twelve miles or more 
That meant carrying a load of sixty 
five pounds for the entire distance 
with the temperature always wel 
above 100 degrees. 
The target practice confirmed th' 


the statement, "There Is no means fo 
adequate .training in markmanshi 
after the declaration of war." 
Owin 


to the difficulty of obtaining a suitabl 
range and the large number of me 
o be trained, the firing was limited t 
hort range work only. Thus troops 
n training for modern warfare were 
nfantry that can produce effective fire 
at over a mile, were compelled to line 
up along the bank of an irrigation 
ditch and shoot the full service charge 
at tiny Indoor targets only fifty feet 
away. In this reduced range work the 
[ndiana boys brought credit to their 
state, as the Third Indiana led the 
camp of 10,000, with the First Indiana 
following them closely. Company A, 
Third Indiana, of Albion, was the 
champion company, and later their 
team took fourth place in United States 
at the National Rifle Competition at 
Jacksonville, Fla. 
By the last of October the troops 


had gained suitable proficiency in close 
order drill and maneuvers in bodies 
up to a regiment in size: therefore sev- 
eral four-day hikes were next on the 
program. It is very pleasant to camp 
out in a pup tent when the weather is 
fair, but to be flooded out in the mid- 
dle of the night by a chilling "norther," 
and no place to go for shelter, is disa- 
greeable Indeed. 
On one hike, the 


Third Indiana infantry were out four 
days and nights In an almost continu- 
ous rain, the last days' march being 
through mud and water knee deep. 


The goal towards which the troops 


had been working was the field man- 
euvers, which were begun the 10th. ot 


November. Tho troops at Brownsville, 
0,000 strong, represented an invadlnr 
army and tho army of 16,000 WhltM 
et out from Llano Grande to drive 
hem back. The two forces met about 
eventeen miles from Llano Grande. 
but the Browns fell back until they 
reached the old'battle field of Palo 
Alto: there they turned and attacked 
the Whites. All branches of the ser- 
vice were represented In the two days' 
battle which followed, the greatest 
ever held In the United States In tim« 
of peace. In this engagement th* 
Whites were victorious. 


With the training course completed 


there was little for the boys to do ex- 
cept for companies who guarded the 
banks 
of 
the turgid, muddy BSo 


Grande, where occasionally a guard i* 
startled by a shot in answer to hi* 
challenge. As a whole the country, im 
quiet and the boys were ready to oom» 
back to resume their places In th« 
busy world. The soldier who has not 
gained in weight is an exception and 
Indiana has received nearly three 
thousand young men vigorous, alert 
and better qualified than ever to help 
the world along by reason of their 
camping trip on the border.

of any other-that is, young Lambert has cre- 
ated out of a tangled forest, the largest ha*d- 
wood logging operation in the world. 
More 


than iuo.000,000 feet of log .already has been 
delivered—lumber 12 inches wide and an inch 
thick. 
One log alone, J2 feet long, produced 


1086 feet of lumber. 


After the big timber is cut, it is piled on flat 


cars and taken by the private railroad to 
Helena, where it is milled and sent to the 
markets. The land that is still heavily tim- 
bered with a rich growth of smaller trees is 
called the "cut-over" land. Lambert Bays that 
he cannot afford to handle this light growth, 
and therefore he has It- cut and dragged with 
great steam skldders Into pyramids 30 feet 
in height. To these pyres, torches are applied., 
and the flames from the burning .brush and In- 
fant trees dart many feet into the sky.

Nlnjty per cent of the land actually goes into 


crops on the cultivated parts, and wherever 
the low places are drained by ditches cotton Is 
planted to the extreme edge. Thirty dollars an 
acre In cash is the profit that this cotton 
brings. 


When the cotton pickers work In the fields of 


the Lambert estate, only the woolly head of the 
negro and the bronzed face of the healthy 
country lad appears above the 
magnificent 


height of the cotton plants. So high does it 
grow, and so fruitful, that when Gerard Lam- 
bert's brother, Wooster Lambert of St. Louis, 
went down to Lambrook last autumn to take 
motion pictures of the entire operation, the 
whole fields of cotton had to be searched to 1nd 
a spot where the growth was low enough to se» 
the field workers at all. In most places, the 
growth reaches above the heads of the tallest 
men.
